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Newmarket — The voluntary 
reduction of power consumption 
in Newmarket has been success- 
ful so far. Fred. Thompson, 
hydro commission chairman, 
said that the people and the in- 
dustries, especially, "have re- 
duced their consumption consid- 
erably." No figures could be 
obtained which would show the 
percentage reduced. 

"In order to avoid any cut-offs, 
we must have further conserva- 

tion and it must be maintained u , 

from day to day," said . Mr. 
Thompson. To the consumer he 
suggests "Keep water heaters off 
at least 12 hours a day, refrain 
from using electric heaters at 
any time, and housewives might 
do their washing and ironing on 
Saturday when the load is not 
so heavy. Failure to keep con- 
serving will mean that we will 
be cut off until the saving is 
made up/* Monday and Tues- 
day are the worst days, he said. 
The reduction order received 
here from the Ontario commis- 
sion last week said that New- 
market would have to decrease 
consumption ten percent of the 
daily amount used in the month 



of October, 1947. Consumption 
since then has increased so it 
meant at least a 15 percent cut 
On Monday, Mr. Thompson said 
there had been wonderful co- 
operation in town and without 
further rationing or change in 
conditions, there would be no 
cut-offs. He thought the short- 
age would continue until the 
spring thaw. , 

Aurora followed the same cut- 
off system as Toronto except 
factories which closed an 

hour earlier to reduce consump- 
tion. Newmarket factories ask- 
ed employees to cut down on 
lighting and unnecessary use of 
power.

Power Cu^ff Risk 
In Sangamo Test 

Newmarket— Had there been a 
hydro cut-off on Monday in con- 
formity with the Ontario hydro 
order to reduce power consump- 
tion by 15 percent or be cut off, 
a test operation at the Sangamo 
Electric plant would have been 
ruined. One clay a week an "im- 
pregnation process" with conden- 
sers is carried out, calling for a 
four^hour heat cycle when the 
condensers are impressed in wax. 
For another six hours a fine 
vacuum is required to draw out 
moisture and air and four hours 
with wet pumps. According to 
Fred Gardiner, who is in charge 
of engineering and control, the 
whole process takes about 20 
hours to complete and a hydro 
cut-off during the operation 

would mean that it would have 
to be started all over again. 
Sangamo has generators that 
convert electric current coming 
in from 25 cycle to 60 cycle. 

A cut in hydro would have 
affected York County hospital 
in several ways. Miss Pearson, 
superintendent, said that they 
are completely dependent on 
electricity. Operating lights and 
equipment, elevators and cooking 
equipment are all operated by 
electricity and there is no emer- 
gency generator at the hospital 
but the operating room lights 
can be powered by batteries in 
emergencies.

Newmarket — A surplus 
amounting to $6,291 .43 was 
chalked up by the town of New- 
market during 194? according to 
R. H. B. Hector, town auditor, 
who gave an unofficial report to 
the town council on Monday 
night. Deputy-Reeve J. L. 
SpiHette, who introduced Mr. 
Hector, said that cash in the 
bank at the end of the year 
amounted to $18,213.31, whereas 
at the end of 1946 the town 
owed the bank approximately 
$15,000. At that time the town's 
accounts revealed a deficit of 
$7,362.98. 

The surplus is not as great as 
it appears on the surface, how- 
ever, since the amount requested 
from the town by the high school 
board fell $5,705.80 short of the 
amount actually required and 
the board borrowed $6,000 to 
finance its 1947 operations. Its 
bank balance at the end of 1947 
was $904.55. As a result the 
board will this year require an 
additional amount over and 
above the 1948 budget require- 



ments to cover the deficit. Thus, 
while the surplus of $6,291.43 
will be applied in the reduction 
of the 1948 general tax rate, the 
school rate will be increased by 
an almost similar amount. The 
public school board suffered a 
deficit of $105.79. It began the 
year with a deficit of $694.26. 
The separate school board show- 
ed a deficit at the end of 1947 
of $163.98. 

The 194? budget proved con- 
servative, as of the surplus of 

$6,291.43, only $2,632.15 is ac- 
counted for by variations of more 
than $1,000. The major varia- 
tion (those over $1,009) from the 
amount budgeted for to the 
amount actually received in rev- 
enue resulted from the collection 
of licences, rents, law enforce- 
ment and service charges. The 
finance committee estimated the 
revenue from these sources at 
$1,500 in the budget, whereas 
&4.206.39 was actually collected. 
A refund of $1,921 from a C.N.R. 
siding was also not budgeted for.

A World War I veteran, 
Squad.-Ldr. Harston served six 
years in the last war in the 
R.C.A.F. which took htm over 
Africa, the middle east, and the 
Mediterranean countries. He 
said that in 35 countries he has 
lived in, he has never heard the 
question of race, religion or 
color asked by the Red Cross in 
its work. It asks only for the 
opportunity to meet need wher- 
ever it is found, he said. 

Outlining the challenging two- 
fold program, he said commit- 
ments to war torn countries 
must be cared for first, and it 
will require much help as sur- 
plus war funds will have been 
spent. The second part of the 
program is providing health ser- 
vices in Canada that will include 
a veterans* program, blood 
bartks, outpost hospitals, disaster 
and welfare services, dental 
coaches and Junior Red Cross. 

He spoke of the good war 
record of the Red Cross in which 
was included that of Newmarket 
but he said there is an opinion 
abroad that Red Cross is not a 
peacetime organization. Good 
causes flag in this transition per- 
iod, he said, and unless there is 
whole hearted support in this 
program and branches carry on, 
the Red Cross services will have 
to stop. 

During the business meeting, 
Mrs. A. J. Cody recommended 
in a report that a resolution be 
passed asking the Red Cross to 
take steps to protect the baby 
bonus money by better super- 
vision. The Red Cross has given 
much local help to veterans* and 
non-veterans 1 families.

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The suspension without warning of hydro i>owcr 
in Toronto early last weeTc was indefensible. It showed 
an invsponsibiiity to an extreme bordering on the crim- 
inal. How dare anyone assume that no harm would be 
done to the thousands affected in an infinite variety of cir- 
cumstances where safety, even life, depended upon trie con- 
tinuing flow of electric power. It is a monstrous example of 
the be-iraval of a public trust. 

Ii now develops after a week-long rat race of denial and 
counter-denial that the secrecy that enveloped the initial 
power suspensions was at the request of the province. Tlie 
province excuses the reo.uest in a fine burst of jabberwocky 
which compounds confusion. A rough translation of tne pro- 
vincial hvdro's statement establishes: (1) power consumption 
had f» be reduced: <2) to complete calculations on how much 
*he reduction would be. it was necessary to reduce the power 
in the large municipalities by definite amounts at definite 
times: (3) secrecy was requested to avoid "erroneous impres- 
sions" of the amount of the reduction in power that would be 

necessary. 

These flimsv excuses are scattered like leaves before a 
rr^h wind when it is remembered that the Huron by-election 
-was on Mondav, the day of the first po\ver suspension. 
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The power shortage is blamed primarily upon the low 
water levels and their effect upon power generators in Quebec 
where Ontario has placed large power contracts. Hydro 
officials must have been aware of the forthcoming shortage 
«=ir.ce last fall when the dryness of the season forecast the low 
water levels. There was ample time to plan for the time when 

power would be short. . 

Tne hydro itself could have contributed towards lessening 
the demand for power but it continued to sell its electric equip- 
ment to the consumers. When it might have begun a publicity 
campaign explaining the approach of the shortage and the rea- 
sons for it, the commission was content with generalized 
advertisements which attributed the emergency to neavy de- 
mands bv new industry. When it might have informed local 
commissions well in advance, giving them an opportunity to 
work out local rationing systems, it kept the secret to itself 

until the last moment. ... 

Perhaps, as has been said, the provincial commission 
gambled on the January thaw to make up the deficiency m 
water and lost the gamble when the cold weather continued. 
If that is the case, there is no justification of the commissions 
actions in it, but there is condemnation. Public officials have 
no ri"ht to gamble when the public's welfare is at stake, least 
of all to gamble against such heavy odds as having the ngnl 
weather at the right time. The thaw was a hope but under 
no circumstances is hope a substitute for planning for every 

contingency. ... 

The fact still remains that the Huron by-election was 
February 17. and the admission of impending power shortages 
following the dismissal of Dr. Hogg would have made poor cam- 
paign material.

Even if the Huron by-election with its slim majority for 
the government candidate did not enter into the hydro's 
thinking, there is no lessening of the criticism of the manner 
in which the emergency has been met. The attitude of the 
provincial hydro has been most arbitrary. Where it was under 
the obligation of making public all factors concerned in the 
power shortage, it has assumed the dictatorial manner and 
withheld information on the worthless grounds that "errone- 
ous impressions" might get about. 

When the public safety. Is involved, .what "erroneous 
impressions" there might arise would be a cheap price to pay 
for publicizing the facts. At that, it is a far-fetched assumption 
that what confusion there might be over the exact amount of 
the required power reduction would do any harm. The public 
is not without common sense contrary to the opinions of the 
provincial hydro. 



The Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commission has had 
the reputation of being a model public utility. Whether the 
manner In which the power emergency has been approached 
was the result of the government's ambition to win the Huron 
by-election at all costs, or the utter stupidity of provincial 
officials, the effect is the same. It will be a long time before 
the people of Ontario will forget the irresponsible manner in 
which the emergency was met.

The Newmarket town council is to be congratulated 
on their submission of an offer. for the county land 
lying west of the town on the south side of Bugle St. 
as the site for the low rental housing project. Apart 

from the obvious advantages of higher g r o u n d and more 
pleasant environment, the choice of site points the way to 
further increase in the physical size of the community, New- 
market can reasonably expect a continuing development of 
both business and residential sections towards Yonge St. 

. The choice of this site over others on the outskirts of town 
seems to be the wisest both in cost un£ in the proximity of 
water ar.d sewer services. The latter mix! only be extended 
from existing services to leach the site, materially reducing 
these costs as applied to other sites. 

Surprisingly enough, the council has been under consider- 
able pressure of protest against the project as a whole* One 
objection has been that the new houses will meant* heavy 
additional expenditure in schools and hospitalisation to accom- 
modate the families living in them. What is not generally 
realized is that the new houses ore for the accommodation of 
families already in town but who have been living with their 
relatives or doubling up in one or, two furnished rooms. 

A' second major objection has been that the low rental 
housing project means, inevitably, the creation of a "shack 
town". The argument doesn't follow. On the word of the 
Central Housing and Mortgage Corporation, the crown comp- 
any which will construct the homes, the houses will be built 
in keeping with the best possible standards — more important — 
their tenants will be encouraged to look upon their homes as 
a permanent possession and no obstacles will he put in the 
way of their eventual purchase. Finally, the site itself will be 
landscaped by the builders and no effort spared to improve 
its appearance. % 

Those who are comfortably settled in their own homes can 
have no idea of the conditions that exist for less fortunate 
families who are jammed into furnished rooms or are crowd- 
ing the homes of relatives. Such congestion is leading to the 
deterioration of the family unit. The immediate relief of such 
conditions is a foremost need in Newmarket. The low rental 
housing project offers the best opportunity to achieve it.

Newmarket— A grant of $500 
was requested from the New- 
market town council on Monday 
night by representatives of the 
Newmarket Bugle Band, which 
broke up during the war.

$6,291 SURPLUS 

(Continued from front page) 

On the expenditure side of 
the ledger, $1,107.82 more than 
the budgeted $18,700 was spent 
on roads, highways, streets, etc.; 
capital expenditures out of rev- 
enue (for sewers) amounted to 
$1,080.50 and the C.N.R. siding 
cost §1,480.03 more than the 
$1,000 which was set aside* The 
finance committee overestimated 

the amount required for general 
government expenditures . by 
$782.10, but the amount neces- 
sary for public works was un- 
derestimated by $1,107,82. Two 
debentures, one for sewers and 
the other for "water s u p pi y 
systems," were wiped off during 
the year. Payments on the two 
totalled $4,634.77. 

The Newmarket Memorial 
Arena showed a bank balance at 
the end of the year of $746.22 as 
compared with a balance of 
$148.16 at the end of 1046. The 
library board's balance is $442.32 
as compared with $407.58. 

Newmarket's assessments . in 
1048 will total approximately 
$100,000 more than they did in 
1947, and $356,000 more than ten 
years ago. The debenture debt 
at present is about $7,001) higher 
than a year ago, but is $418,000 
lower than 20 years ago, and 
$130,000 less than ten years ago. 
At present the debenture debt 
stands at $107,088. 

The Newmarket hydro commis- 
sion showed a net revenue dur- 
ing the year of $17,001.32, giving 
it an operating surplus after two 
years of $28,730.40. It also has 
a reserve for depreciation total- 
ling $41,725.10, and a "reserve 
for equity in the hydro-electric 
power commission system" of 
$7,940.59. The $28,730.49 oper- 
ating surplus does not take into 
account the hydro bill for the 
month of December, nor for the 
consumption to be charged to 
consumers from the last date of 
meter reading to the close of 
the year. The reserve for depre- 
ciation is about $475 less than it 
was a year ago.

Here are 14 ways in which to 
conserve power while using the 
electric range: 

The average oven has accom- 
modation for at least two or 
three dishes at once. It is neces- 
sary, however, to select dishes 
which need the same tempera- 
ture. A good way to do this is 
to list your favorite dishes — 
quick breads, vegetables and 
desserts — under the temperatures 
at which each should be cooked; 
Oven companions do not neces- 
sarily have to be table compan- 
ions. A dessert for next day's 
lunch or even the cereal for the 
next morning, may be in the 
oven along with tonight's din- 
ner; 

Select baking dishes to fit the 
oven racks. Too large ones ab- 
sorb more heat and stop circula- 
tion of heat; Do not place dish- 
es on lower shelf directly under 
those on the top shelf; Turn all 
units on range to low or off 
when food begins to steam; 

Make use of all stored heat in 
surface elements — e.g., heating 
water; Use flat-bottom, tight- 
utensils that fit the 
.element; Use bottom section of 
lnis j double Iwiler for cooking one 
vegetable while making the pud- 
ding in the top section; 
, Use small quantities of water 
for cooking and cook with pres- 
sure cooker often; Do not use 
your electric range to heat your 
kitchen; Thaw frozen meats to 
reduce the amount of electricity 
necessary to cook them; 

Meats should bo roasted with 
the fat side up so melting fat 
bastes the meat— no need then to 
open the oven door and waste 
electricity; A great deal of 
cooking can bo done with heat 
Stored in the electric oven after 
the current has been turned off; 
Thicken cream sauce on partial- 
ly cooked vegetables instead of 
making it in another saucepan.

f Edinburgh— Since my last let- 1 

♦ ter, the boys and I have spent a j 
*- wonderful week in Scotland. 

On the afternoon of our arrival 
in Scotland, we were taken to 
St Cuthbert's Co-operative 
Farm, of about 1,500 acres, and 
I understand it is one of the 
few co-operative farms that has 
been a success. Ayrshire cows 
are kept here as well as 100 
(large white brood sows and 800 
feeders. I was surprised to learn 
that they put their hogs up to 
200 lbs. dressed weight. Our 
market, as you know, wants 
them much lighter and yet near- 

Ijly all our pork is exported to 
I Britain. The 200-lb. hog brings 
j the British farmer $72 or 36c .per 
lb. I believe our price is around 
25 or 26c per lb. 

Here in Scotland, milk retails 
for 12c per pint or 24c per quart 
(and there is no pasteurization. 
Potato prices are much the same 
as ours but all such foods are 
rationed and too often the house- 
wife finds the supply has run 
out before her ration is filled. 
The egg ration is one egg per 
week per person— if there are 

♦ eggs! 

I Visiting Scottish Farms 

X During the next three days we 

♦ inspected many Scottish farms. 
The first was F. MacGillivray's 
farm at East Lothian. Mr. Mac- 
Giilivray is one of the noted 
Shorthorn breeders of Scotland 
but a few years ago he had the 
misfortune of having his entire 
herd wiped out by hoof and 
mouth disease. He is just now 
getting re-established. J. P-

♦ farm, operated by Mr. Dale and 
his two sons, consists of about 
1,200 acres. To help them with 
the farming, the Dales employ

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fieland and finish on their 
farm. About 200 arc brought 
over at one time. They are fed 
principally on hay and turnips. 
Some turnips are still in the 
field and are brought directly to 
the feeding lots. This seems 
strange to us who are used to so 
much frost. There has been no 
frost since we arrived and only 
one or two little skiffs of snow. 
They grow over 100 acres of 
these turnips, the bulk of which 
are fed to the cattle but a great 
many are sold in Edinburgh for 
table use. 

We are able to tramp out over 
the fields and sec eveiything for 
ourselves. Teams and tractors 
were plowing; carts were hauling 
in turnips; men and women were 
busy digging up carrots and a 
threshing machine was at .work 
in the barn or steading as they 
call them here. 

Plowing in Scotland 

On the Dale farm we saw an 
example of fine plowing. In- 
deed, all through Scotland, plow- 
ing standards are generally high. 

We have seen much good plow- 
ing of both tractor and horse var- 
iety. It is mostly of the general 
purpose type which conforms to 
our own closely. 

We haven't seen any indica- 
tion of contour plowing despite 
the fact that this is rolling coun- 
try with heavy rainfall. They 
are plowing this land ten inches 



m depth and grow tremendous 
crops, even after centuries of 
cultivation. It makes us wonder 
if contour plowing is the answer 
to soil conservation or whether 
proper soil care and crop rota- 
tion are not more important. 

We visited a number of both 
stock and market farms. On the 
market farms, we found that the 
vegetables were coming along 
\vc3h In one field we noticed 
lhat the cabbages were ready to 
form heads. We spent some 
time at the farm of Wm. Adams 
I who specializes in early potatoes. 
I The seeds arc in sprouting boxes 
land will be planted soon. The 
sprouts are now about two inches 
in length and are planted care- 
fully by hand — nearly 100 acres 
of them. Mr. Adams pointed out 
one field to us which has grown 
this crop each year for over 50 
years and is still producing six 
to eight tons per acre. Naturally, 
it gets the best care. 

On our last day in Scotland 
we looked at one of the finest 
Ayrshire herds I have ever seen. 
This herd, owned by Wm. Dunlop 
of Gree, has won the female 
championship for seven years. 
The fact that he refused over 
1,000 pounds /approximately 
$5,000) for a cow nine years old 
gives some idea of the value 
placed on good breeding stock 
here.

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Respective Functions of The Hydro-Electric 
Power Commission of Ontario and the Municipal 
Hydro Commissions, with Particular Reference 

to the Present Emergency.

In view of the apparent public misunderstanding of the respective functions of The Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of the Province and the Municipal Hydro Commissions in the municipalities, this statement is made to 
clarify the situation. 

The function of the Provincial Commission is to generate or buy electric power and to sell electric power to 

Municipal Commissions and directly to rural consumers and to certain industries. 

,■ 

The function of each Municipal Commission is to sell to its consumers within the municipality the electric power 
purchased from the Provincial Commission. 

In practice, the Provincial Commission and the Municipal Commissions endeavour to co-operate with each 
other in the public interest. 

■ 

By reason of lack of rainfall last summer and autumn and by lack of thaws during the present winter, there 
has been a substantial depletion of the storage of water necessary to maintain a high level of continuous genera- 
tion. The resulting loss of production of electric power has taken place in Ontario and elsewhere where power has 
been purchased both under contract and in excess of contract commitments by the Provincial Commission. This 
loss of production of electric energy has become so serious that certain of those who had contracts to supply the 
Provincial Commission with electric power have been compelled not only to withdraw the electric power they had 
been supplying in excess of contract commitments, but as well have been compelled to reduce delivery below con- 
tract requirements by a further reduction of 8,000,000 kilowatt-hours per week. 

As long ago as December 15th, the Provincial Commission notified the Municipal Commissions and indicated 
to its direct consumers that, in addition to cuts already being applied to direct consumers, it was evident that, 
unless additional voluntary savings could be obtained, the Commission would be obliged to order the municipalities 
to reduce their loads from time to time by as much as 15 per cent or more. This notification was given for the ex- 
press purpose of obtaining greater conservation of power and to enable each Municipal Commission to plan in 
advance the most equitable allocation of power within the municipality. 

The Provincial Commission received notification that the most recent cut of power purchased under contract 
would be effective on Monday, February 16th. In order to make an equitable reduction of power delivery to all 
Municipal Commissions, it v/as necessary for the Provincial Commission to compute for each Municipal Commission 
the amount of reduction it would be called upon to absorb, after taking into account the amount of conservation 
already effected by each Municipal Commission since October, 1947. To enable the Provincial Commission to 
complete the necessary computations and to notify the majority of Municipal Commissions of the amount of reduc- 
tion each would have to absorb by Wednesday, February 18th, it was necessary that a substantial reduction be 
placed in effect as of Monday, February 16th, so that there would be no risk of an actual power stoppage in de- 
liveries by the Provincial Commission. To accomplish this, the Provincial Commission requested the Municipal 
Commissions of Toronto, Ottawa, Hamilton, London, Windsor and Peterborough to reduce their takings of electric 
power by specific amounts during specified tines, and also requested these Municipal Commissions to, In the mean- 
time, treat Ihe request confidentially and not to give it to the press prior to the notification to all municipalities on - 
Monday. This was done to avoid statements appearing which might have the effect of creating quite erroneous 
impressions of the amount of reduction necessary in each particular municipality throughout the Province. 

In relation fo the reduction of power, each Municipal Commission was faced with entirely different considera- 
tions as to how available power would be allocated within each municipality. For this reason, it was not feasible 
for the Provincial Commission by a general statement to indicate to the consumers in any particular municipality 
the allocation of available power that would be made by the Municipal Commissions.

The Provincial Commission is delivering to the Municipal Commissions and to its direct consumers all the elec- 
tric power it is able to generate or buy. 
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It is the function of each Municipal Commission fo determine not only the allocation of power among its con- 
sumers, but also what public explanation may be desirable in relation thereto. •
